NEIGHBORS IN 
PISTOL DUEL 
OVER $2 BILL 


One Combatant Shot Through 
Breast Above Heart, the Oth- 
er Through Shoulder, and 
One Is Expected to Die. 


STOOD SO CLOSE POWDER 
FLASH BURNED SHIRT 


Neither Duelist Can Talk and 
Friends Make Mystery of 
Cause of Midnight Encounter 
Between Rival Saloon Keep- 
ers in St. Louis County. 


The fatal shooting of William Soeh- 
gen and the serious injury of John Oell- 
jen in a revolver duel at Brentwood, 
near midnight Sunday night, was due 
to a quarrel over a $2 bill. 

According to statements of persons 
who were in the Frank & Bill saloon at 
Brentwood, which belongs to Soehgen, 
shortly after 11 o'clock Sunday night, 
when the shooting occurred, Oellien. 
who owns a neighboring saloon, eatered 
and threw a $2 bill on the bar. 

There's the $2 I owe you,” he 
to Soehgen, who was behind the bar. 

“Its about time you were paying it,” 
said Soehgen, ‘“‘you've been owing it to 
me for two years.” 

“Now you're lying,”’ said Oellien. “‘l 
have only owed it to you six months.” 

The men quarreled and _ presently 
struéK at-each other and then drew re- 
volvers and began shooting at each 
other. ng 
Standing so close that Oellien’s 
volver set fire to Soehgen’'s shirt, 
exchanged several shots. 


Spectators Filed. 


The persons who were in the saloon 
ran out. When the firing ceased thes 
returned and found that each had been 
wounded and each had dropped his re- 
volver to the floor, Oellien because he 
had been shot through the shoulder 
and Soehgen because he had been shot 
through the left breast. aeipaenae 

Seehgen had staggered against the 
bar and it was evident that he had re- 
ceived a deadly wound. 

Soenghen's shirt was blazing over the 
spot where the bullet had entered his 
left breast. 


Hie was carried into the saloon and a 
doctor was calied. He was later re- 
moved to his home in Kirkwood. Oecelian 
was taken to his home. 

Monday it was said at the Soenghen 
home that he was sinking rapidly. No- 
body was permitted to see him. He had 
only been out of the hospital a short 
time end was in no physical condition 
to resist such an wen 

Soenghen is about years old. He is 
a stepson of Hefiry Helmering, former 
Treasurer of St. Louls County. Frank 
Schafer is his partner in the saloon 
business at Brentwood. 

The men are business rivals, their 
saloons being a short distance apart, 
on the North and South road, but are 
understood to have been persona! 
friends. 

Seoghen is half owner of Bill and 
Frank's saloon. Odellien resigned as a 
deputy sheriff a short time ago and 
apenes a saloon at the junction of Man- 
chester and North and South roads.

Frank's place. 

Oellien declined Monday to make a 
Statement as to the cause of the shpot- 
ing. His right arm is paralyzed from 
the wound he received.

Henry J. Heusack, found guilty by 
the courts of killing his father-in-law. 
August Raphael, March 16, 194, paid 
the death penalty at the City Jail this 
morning. 

The drop fell at 6:27 
minutes later the jail 
vn pulse, pronounced 
dead. : 

The hundred spectators, nearly all of 
them deputies, guards, policemca and 
officials, gazed for a moment more and 
then slowly left the place. Twice that 
many curious men aml women, neureses 
mostly, congregatéd in the streets out- 
side the jailyard, amt-on a-iumber pile 
south of the . jail. They were able to 
hear the sound of the fall faintly, and 
those on the lumber could see the gal- 
lows 

Ten minutes after

Heusack had been 
pronounced dead, a man, aged and 
poorly dressed, hurried into the office 
of the Sheriff, asking for Sheriff Clark. 

“What do you want?’ Chief Deputy 
Hisleben asked. 

“I want to take. the place of Heu- 
sack,’’ the man declared. He. explaincd 
that he was tired of life, and there was 
no reason why he should not be hanged. 

ilis name, he said, is Chris Becker, 
aged 61, 206 South Second street. He was 
sent to City Hospital for obervation.

Heusack arose from his cot in front 
of cells Nos. 46 and 47, at City Jail, at 
3:30 a. m. He had lain there sleeping 
uneasily since 11 p. m., 


Said Prayers and Made Will. 

Father McErlane, chaplain for city 
Institutions, was awaiting his awaken- 
ing. Heusack remained in bed but a 
short time after he awoke, beginning 
then to dress himself. He donned his 
black suit. which he has worn only on 
Sundays while at the jail, and changed 
his entire attire from that of yester- 
day. 

He was ready then for the ministra- 
tions of the priest, said his prayers 
with the rosary provided by the priest, 
and went through the form of the sac- 
rament. 

Heusack then drew up his will, giving 
it into the hands of Father McEriane. 
“JT bequeath my entire estate to my 
wife, Emma, and my son, Harry,” was 
the wording of the will. ‘Ahe estate is 
valued at $12,000. Harry, the son, is 9 
years old. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Ejisleben and 
Deputies Kolley, Umbright aand Pinns 
composed the last death watch. The 
deputies and the condemned man walked 
back and forth across the main floor 
of the jail for almost two hours preced- 
ing the execution. Heusack, his body 
erect, though his eyes were held on the 
stone pavement most of the time, 
walked with a nervous, rather rapid 
stride. He limped slightly, his right 
foot coming down heavily always.

For a long time Heusack had little to 
say to Deputies Kolley, Umbright and 
Pinns who alternated in walking with 
him. | 

“IT guess they're satisfied now.” was a 
grim remark made once and repeated 
under his breath.

GAMBLING IN BUCKETSHOPS 
IS DONE DAILY IN ST. LOUIS 
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A Dozen Institutions 
Take Bets of From, 
$5 to $20 on the Course 
of the Market. 


yambling in bucketshops 
widespread.in St. Leuis today. 
Nearly a score of places in which 
bets of $5, $10, $20 and upwards, 
are taken on whether the mar- 
ket will go up or down exist in 
defiance of the law. 

The men who gambled at the 
racetracks have been forced by 
the closing of those places to 
gamble in the bucketshops, and 
they have joined the throngs 
the fluctuations of 
grain and provisions, 
regarding the next

stocks, 
and wager 
figures to be chalked up on the 
blackboard. 


Most of the bucketshops claim to 
telegraph tke “orders” received to 
New York, Chicago or Kansas City 
for execution. Their contracts are 
cleverly worded with a view of evad- 
ing the Missouri statutes. Others 
make mo pretense of executing the 
order; they take wagers on quotations 
already chalked up on the blackboard. 

Several of the bucketshops do a lively 
business, their places being crowded 
continually. They take a percentage in 
the form of so-called commissions 
amounting to $2.50 on each trade of 10 
shares, or 25 per cent Of the amount 
of the wager when one-point margin is 
put up. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch has 
recently been investigating the bucket- 
shops. He mingled with the 
crowds, made various stocks, 
won a little money and lost more. His

LOCAL BUCKETSHOPS 
ALL LOOK MUCH ALIKE, 


The bucketshops of St. Louis all look 
much alike. They are equipped like 
broker's offices, with blackboards, tele- 
graph instruments and telephones, and 
on one wall is a blackboard on which 
quotations marked showing the 
movements of stocks on the New York 
Exchange, and grain and provisions at 
Chicago or Kansus City. 

‘inree or four of the places have from 
40 to @ cue! regularty watching 
the blackboards. Other places have three 
or four customers at a time, and in one 
place the reporter visited there were

No ledgers are visible to the naked

was held Monday by 
Deputy Coroner Fath. The verdict was 
withheld until Tuesday. 

Less light was thrown on the double 
tragedy than the Coroner and Miss Mo 
Mullin's father and sister, who were 
present, had hoped. 

The inquest failed to develop the 
names of the two other young women 
members of the party, the various wit- 
nesses testifying that they did not know 
them. It was said that they were in- 
vited by Churchill, who accompanied 
Miss McMullin to the boat. 

One witness gave deafness as his rea- 
son for not learning the young women's 
names. } 

The statement also made that the 
clothing of Miss McMullin is now at 
the boathouse from which the launeh 
Crescent started on her tragic cruise. 
It was shown by the testimony that 
two fishermen, one called ‘“‘Joe”’ and be-~ 
lieved to be the owner of Gabaret Is- 
land, approached the launch in a skiff 
while the three girls were putting on 
their bathing suits, the men donning 
theirs on shore, and frightened the 
girls by their presence. These men 
afterward assisted in the search for 
the bodies of Churchill and Miss Me- 
Mullin. 

Earl Wilson, the first witness, testi- 
fied that he Hved at 1361 Gran 
place, and was a member of the bont- 
ing party. They left St. Louis about 
6:30 Thursday evening and went up the 
river to Gabaret Island, one and a half 
miles north of Merchants’ Bridge. 

There the members of the party put 
on. bathing suits and went into the 
river.

Bathers Missed Them. 
It was then noticed that Churchill 
and Miss McMullin were missing. A 
search was made for them without 
avail, and was renewed Friday, wien 
the body of Churchill was found in the 
river near the spot where they had been 
bathing. ; 

The body of Miss McMullin was not 
found. The party then returned to St. 
Louis 

Policeman Fred Jecklin testified that 
he saw the launch party on its return 
to St. Louls Friday with the body wf 
Churchill. An undertaker’s wagon was 
waiting on the Levee, and Churchill's 
body was pleced in this wagon. He said 
he asked the members of the party for 
information, and was told the names of 
the two who had been drowned, but all 
his other questions were unanswered. 
The launch then pulled out and weat 
up the river again.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 21.—Sun- 
day’s yellow fever record in New Or- 
leans, with 4 new cases and four 
deaths, was encouraging, but the rec- 
ord in the State—Sl- new cases and one 
death—is not being viewed with optim- 
ism: New foci in city, 12; total to date, 
30. Sunday’s record was the best in 10 
days. ‘ 

At Riverside plantation, in St. Mary's 
Parish, 61 new cases were reported— 
four from Missississippi City, 10 at Pat- 
terson and five at Hanson City. Charles 
Roederhorst, a nurse, sent to New Or- 
leans from Patterson, is one of the 
latest victims. 

Seventeen new cases and five deaths 
were reported by the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital Board as occurring from 
6 o'clock Sunday night to 12 a. m. today, 
there being one more death than oc- 
curred on Sunday with the probability 
of several more, while it is thought the 
new cases wil] run between SO and 6). 

The toeal number of cases to date is 
1385 and the total deaths 198. In 1878 
at this time there were 1355 cases and 
496 deaths. The difference in the death 
rate is accepted as a triumph for mod- 
ern medical methods. The death rate 
in 1878 was more than 37 per cent, 
against 14 per cent this year.

CROWBAR DOES DAMAGE 
IN FIRST ATTEMPT 


Nightly Guard Placed to Pre- 
vent Another Invasion af 
Garage Containing Lighting 
Co. Manager’s Property. 


The police began Monday to investi- 
gate the mystery contained in four suc- 
cessive atiempts to destroy an auto- 
mobile owned by E. G. Cowdery, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Laciede Gas Light Co. 

The attempts were made at night, 
when the machine was in Mn Cow- 
Gery’s stable and garage in the rear of 
His home, 55 Vandeventer place. 

in the meantime the garage is under 
nightly guard. 

The latest effort to destroy the auto- 
mobile is believed to have ‘been made 
last Thursday night, Carl Becker, 
employed as chaulteur by Mr. Cowdery, 
reported that he found a sSkKeleton key 
in the garage door Friday morning. 

It is supposed that the person seek- 
ing to destroy the machine was fright- 
ened away as he was about to ender 
the place. 

Two weeks ago a peculiarly bold at- 
tempt was made. Two 10-gallon cans 
Of gasoline are kept in the garage with 
the automobile, and just outside is a 
€ank containing 100 gallons of gasoline. 
The machine was saturated by the 
intruder with the 2 gallons of gaso- 
line from the two cans. A string was 
then ted to the spark generator of the 
machine, and this string was ‘paid 
out” by the intruder along a course 
leading from the rear of the stable to 
Bell avenue, a block away. 

At that safe distance it was apparent 
that the one seeking to destroy the 
automobije pulled the string for tae 
purpose of causing the spark-generas.or 
to send a spark into contact with «he 
Sasoline-soaked automobile, but the 
string broke. 

Four weeks ago an attempt was made 
to burn the automobile, which had first 
een saturated with gasoline. All the 
woodwork was burned from the ma- 
chine and its restoration cost Mr. Cow- 
dery over $200. 

The first effort was made six weeks 
4g0,. when someone entered the garage 
At pight and beat the machine with a 
crowbar, causing much damage.

President Roosevelt is going to have 
his Keep Investigating Committee look 
into it. In every branch of the Gov- 
ernment service the sons and daughters 
and other relatives of men influential 
in official life may be found safély en- 
sconsed in paying positions. 

In instances as many as five 
relatives of one department chief have 
been put on the payroll, in cheerful 
disregard of the alleged limitations of 
the Civil Service rules. One prominent 
foreman in the Government Printing 
Office has three relatives appointed un- 
der him.

can hardly be expected to 
correct the evil, for nepotism is more 
prevalent on Capitol Hill, or as much 
so as in the executive departments. 
The President's investigation cannot 
reach Congress. If it could he might 
read some interesting disclosures. 

For example, Vice-President Charles 
W. Fairbanks signalized his introduc- 
tion into office by appointing his son 
as his private secretary at $2200. The 
son was sworn in three hours after his 
father, that no time was lost in 
Starting the salar?v. 

She Vice-President has had two other 
members of his household staff on the 
Government payrolls. One, a young 
woman from Southern Indiana, who 
draws a salary in the War Department, 
secured for her by the Vice-President, 
performs the duties of social secretary 
mornings and evenings outside of office 
hours for Mr. Fairbanks and receives 
no private compensation. The other ts

in the capital. For example, President 
Pro Tem Frye of the Benate had his 
nephew as private secretary. Senator 
Gallinger of New Hampshire had his 
son as clerk until recently; Senator 
Cockrell had two sons on the payroll 
at one time, and when he left the Sen- 
ate to go on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission he took one of them with 
him as his private secretary, there be- 
ing only one appointment at his dis- 
posal.

Senator Simmonds of North Carolina 
has no son, so he made his daughter 
clerk of his committee. John Warwick 
Daniel, senior Senator from Virginia 
has John Warwick Daniel Jr. as clerk 
of tne committee of which he Is chalr- 
man. 

Senator Burton's committee has W. S. 
Burton as manager. The relationship 
is not clear, but the name is suggestive, 
as is also the name of John Mitchell 
Handy, who is on the payroll of the 
Senate committee over which Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon presides.

The population of this territory is not 
to be set down as Jewish exclusively 
There are many European peoples there 
and the Jews are not of a single type. 
While Yiddish—a compound of German, 
Hebrew and other languages—is spoken 
by 75 per cent of the inhabitants, this 
composite tongue is not always a ceér- 
tain means of communication even be- 
tween the chosen people. There is Yid- 
dish from Poland—of several varieties: 
there is..Yiddish from Germany—and 
that is also. various, and there ia the 
Yiddish of Russia, In which words from 
the vocabulary of the Czar’s subjects 
epit and growl] tn emphasis or modifi- 
cation of Hebrew nouns, verbs and ad- 
jectives. 

The tle of race does not bind these 
collated Jews into a solidarity opposing 
all who are not of that people. They 
have gathered from s0 many quarters 
of the earth that they segregate as 
Russians, Poles, Germans, Galicians, 
etc. 

Abraham Lefkowsky came from Po- 
sen in Poland. Isadore Romansky from 
Hesse-Darmatadt. Solomon Brodsky 
came from Odessa and Joshua Epstein 
from the country near Vienna. They 
gathered with their numerous families 
in a rambling tenement of great age in 
Eighth street, near Franklin avenue, 
and devoted themselves to the acquire- 
ment of wealth with desperate energy.

While Sigismund was gone his wife 
and eon reached St. Louls, passed on— 
by grace of that $300 he had sent—from 
kind hand to kind hand through the 
labyrinth of roads to this small spot 
6000 miles from home. Their money 
barely sufficed for the journey and they 
camped on the sufferance of co-religion- 
ists till Sigismund should reappear. The 
rabbi believed in the wandering ped- 
dier and he stood bond for their keep in 
the household of the Brodskys. 

It was there Sigismund found them 
and, having after a week's wrangling 
over the items of his debts discharged 
these, he moved his family into a 
large room on the third floor of the 
same building, which thereafter was

WAR WAGED ON 
WHITE PLAGUE 


Two St. Louis Societies Join in 
Educational Campaign 
Against Consumption. 


Thousands of circulars, bearing the 
title ‘War Upon Consumption,” are be- 
ing distributed jointly by the St. Louis 
Society for the Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis andt he Civic Improvement League 
of St. Louts. 

The circular points out that consump- 


tion is preventable and often curable: 
that it is not inherited; that it is spread 
chiefly by dried sputum; that one-third 
of all who die between the ages of 15 
and 40 die of consumption, and that 
; one-tenth of St. Louts’ population, or 
70,000) persons now living here, will die 
of it if present conditions are not 
changed. 

Then it is urged that all persons re- 
frain from spitting on sidewalks, floors, 
in street cars and other public places, 
choosing, instead, to spit in gutters or 
spittoons, and that the sputa of sick 
persons be burned or thrown into clos- 
ers. 

It warns the public against dust, 
smoke, dampness and darkness, foul air, 
self-indulgence and intemperance It 
sings the praise of fresh air, sunlight, 
clean houses, outdoor work, dry feet, 
medium-weight clothing, deep breath- 
ing, daily bathing. regular living, sim- 
ple and well-cooked food, abstinence 
from beer or other liquors and patent 
medicines, and plenty of sleep. 

The circular says that no one should 


sleep with a consumptive and that any- 
one who is run down by illness should 
take pelnty of nourishing food. extra 
rest and fresh air and full allowance 
of sleep. If a cough or cold hangs on 
see a doctor at once. If one cannot 
to pay a doctor's bill he should
